S.0.292(E).—Whereas by the notification of the Oovernment 
of India in th: Ministiy of Energy, (Department of Coal) No. 
S.O.IOOO da’ed the 27th April, 1978, under sub-seclion (1) of sec¬ 
tion of the Csal Bearing Areas (Acquisition and Development) 
Act, 1957/20 of 1957), the Central O ivernment gave notice of 
its intention to prospect for coal in land measuring 210.00 acres 
(approximately) or 84.97 hectares (appoximatcy) of the lands 
in the locality specified in the Schedule appended to that noti¬ 
fication ; 

And where as by the notification of the Government of India 
la the Ministry of En'rgy (Department of Coal) No. S.O. 2571 
dated the 3rd S’ptembcr 1980, under sub-section (1) of section 7 
of the said Act, the Central Oovernment gave notice specifying 
a further period of one year commencing from the 8th April> 
1980 as the period within which the Central Government may 
give notice of its intention to acquire the said lands or any 
rights in or over such lands; 

And, Whereas the Central Government is satisfied that coal 
is obtainable in part of the said lands. 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub¬ 
section (1) of section 7 of the said Act, the Central Government 
hereby gives notice of its intention to acquire :— 

(a) the lands measuring 126.35 acres (approximately) or 
51.11 hectares (approximately) described in Schedule T 
appended hereto; and 

(b) th: rights to mine, quariy, bore, dig and search for, win, 
work and carry away minerals in the lands measuring 
63.65 acres (approximately) or 25.75 hectares (approxi¬ 
mately) described in schedule ‘IT appended hereto. 
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Note 1. The plan of the area covered by this nclification 
may be inspected in (he cfficc of (he Deputy Com¬ 
missioner, Giridih (Bihar) or in the riflcc of the 
Ccal Controller, 1, Crurcil House Street, Calcutta 
or in the offlcc of thi Central Coalfields Limited 
(Revenue Section), Darbhanga House, Ranchi 
(Bihar).

in respect cf the land which has been notified under sub-sec¬ 
tion (1) of .section 7 or of rights in or over such land, or 
make different reports in respect of different fparcels 
of such land or of rights in or over such land, to 
the Central Government, containing his recommenda¬ 
tions on thj objections, together with the record of the pro¬ 
ceedings held by him, for the decision of that Government. 

(3) For the purposes of this section, a person shall be 
deemed to be interested in land who would be entitled to 
claim an interest in compensation if (he land or any rights 
in or over such land were acquired under this Act. 

Note 2. The Coal Controller, 1, Council House Street, 
Calcutta has been appointed by the Central Govern¬ 
ment as the competent authority under (he Act.
